Toyota blasts tariff idea 


Import levy would boost 
price of ‘every vehicle sold 
in the country, firm warns

Toyota came out strongly 
Thursday against President Don- 
ald Trump’s plan to impose a 
steep new tax on automotive im- 
ports. 

Such a tariff would “increase 


the cost of every vehicle sold in 
the country,’ the Japanese auto- 
maker, by far the world’s largest 
automaker and a newly dominant 
employer in Dallas-Fort Worth, 
said in a statement. 

Even the Toyota Camry, built 
in Georgetown, Ky., would cost 
$1,800 more, according to the 
company. 

“Toyota operates 10 manufac- 
turing plants in the U.S.” the 
statement said. “We are an exem- 
plar of the manufacturing might 


of America.” 

The statement comes just 
ahead of a Friday deadline set by 
the U.S. Commerce Department 
for comments on whether car im- 
ports present a threat to national 
security. Ifthe government deems 
that to be the case, the Trump ad- 
ministration has floated a 25 per- 
cent tariff on imported cars. 

Toyota, which now runs its 
North American operations from 
a gleaming new campus in Plano, 
said in the statement that its 


137,000 American workers — 
employed either directly or 
through its dealerships — do not 
pose a national security threat. 

“We believe the only plausible 
outcome of this investigation is to 
reject the notion that automotive 
imports threaten national securi- 
ty, the statement said.

Doctors: 
Care at 
centers 


lacking 


They say immigrant 
children leave ill, may 
not get treatment

McALLEN — Doctors who 
have traveled to the Rio Grande 
Valley to check on the condition 
of immigrant children separat- 
ed from their parents say chil- 
dren leaving Border Patrol pro- 
cessing centers are coming out 
ill and may not be getting the 
care they need while in federal 
custody. 

“I saw children malnour- 
ished, with respiratory infec- 
tions and fevers. None of them 
received any antibiotics to treat 
bacterial infections,” said Dr. 
Aaron Bodansky, a senior resi- 
dent in Pediatrics at Texas Chil- 
dren’s Hospital in Houston. 
“Others had severe diaper rash- 
es as it appears many hadn't 
had the diapers changed for a 
long time.” 

His views and those of other 
medical professionals were 
buttressed this week by an an- 
nouncement that the inspector 
general of the Department of 
Health and Human Services 
would conduct a review of 
health and safety conditions at 
shelters for immigrant chil- 
dren.

Finland will host summit 
in July between 2 leaders

WASHINGTON — President 
Donald Trump and Russian Presi- 
dent Vladimir Putin will meet on July 
16 in Helsinki, Finland, both of their 
governments said Thursday, setting 
the stage for a high-profile attempt to 
iron out differences between the 
United States and Russia. 

Both Trump and Putin have pur- 
sued the meeting in hopes of moving 
beyond friction over Russia’s alleged 


interference in the 2016 U.S. presi- 
dential election and its aggression in 
Ukraine and elsewhere. 

Shortly before the summit date 
and venue were announced, Trump 
took to Twitter, relaying that Russia 
continues to deny interfering in the 
2016 election and airing his grievanc- 
es regarding the investigation of spe- 
cial counsel Robert Mueller into pos- 
sible collusion between Putin’s gov- 
ernment and Trump’s campaign. 

“Russia continues to say they had 
nothing to do with Meddling in our
